MAKING BRASS INSTRUMENTS. 


Ho\v Somr of the Principal 1'nrtn Are 


Brought Into Shape. 


The bell of A brans band instrument, 


which is The big end, extending ijack l'» 
the bow or first bend, is )nfuk< of :i .single 
piece of metal which was originally j!:it 
The pattern by which the uu-tal is cut is 
of the shape that a bell would have if It 
were slit straight down the <ido from ci»tl 
to end and then flattened mil. 
When the- 


flat piece of iiieutl from v/hieh ji U-ll is t»> 
txs formed has been cut out by such a jwt- 
U-rn, it is bent by hand over a rod until 
the edges meet. The seam is brazed, ami 
the pitoe of metal now has its truuii>fct 
limped form, but with many linle snore or 
Jess uneven jilaw-s in the thin metal. 


The l«ll is then pliifcd upon :i wooden 


mandrel, a form which fills tlie interior of 
the bell from end to end and is of the size 
i nd sh.tix- to which the bell is to be con- 
lormed. Tine inequalities in the surface 
•f the metal are then worked out of ir by 
hand with wooden hammers, the U-l! b»- 
in$r repeatedly driven down upo2i tin- man- 
Uix-1. When the bell has at hi»t been 
brought in this manner substantially to 
it-j true form, it is finished and broiig.'n t<> 
its perfect smoothness of surface in & spin- 
ning machine. 


The bow of the instrument is made 


sometimes in two pieces, sometimes in 
one. All of the very largest instruments 
have the bow in two pieces, which arc cut 
troin flat metal, like the bell piece. These 
flat pieces, whosse outlines conform to the 
curve of the bow, are struck into their 
rounded form with dies, and tho two 
halves thus made are then joined. Many 
instruments of all sizes are made with tho 
bow thus formed, but the costlier instru- 
ments of sizes other than the very largest 
are madu with the bow of a single piece, 
bent. 


The bow has some taper, being larger at 


tho end where the bell is joined to it thuii 
at the other. The bent bow in its original 
form, jis cut by the patterns, is a. straight, 
flat strip of brass, a littiu narrower nt one 
end than at the other, in shupo like that 
of the face of a long, slender keystone, so 
that when it i« rounded up into tubeshupe 
it will have tho required taper. This 
piece is brought into tube shape and braz- 
ed and wrought into form and finish, all 
except the bending of it into bow sliapy, 
in substantially the same manner as the 
bell. The slightly tapering but yet per- 
fectly wrought section of pipe is then filled 
with molten lead. When the lead has 
cooled, the section of pipe thus filled is

NECESSITY OF VENTILATION. 


Pare Air la Valuable,Though It Coot* 


Nothing. 


The yonng should be trained in tho im- 


portance of ventilation, for this is one of 
the most neglected requisites of good 
health. It is estimated that 3,000 cubic 
feet of pure air per hour js tho need of each 
individual. In the best hospitals 6,000 
cubic feet is not considered too much. By 
weight one-fifth of this is oxygen, the life 
giving element. The same air rebrenthed 
four times will no longer sustain life. 
Tho oxygon has been mostly absorbed, 
while waste matter and carbonic acid gas, 
a deadly poison, have taken its place. 


Were our rooms airtight we couldn't 


survive. Tho atmosphere penetrates every 
crevico around doors and windows, thanks 
to the law of equilibrium, and wo aro sav- 
ed from death. 
But whenever we tlud 


members of a family sallow, nervoless, 
holluw eyed, liable to take cold easily and 
readily, subject to various disorders, we 
may be certain of ono or two things, either 
tho diet is faulty or they do not properly 
ventilate their dwellings. 


A celebrated French physician, finding 


himself much depleted by hard work, did 
a btrango thing—for a Frenchman. He 
dressed in Uuunel from head to foot, put 
on a cardigan jacket, opened both Kls win- 
dows In winter time, placed a screen be 
foru u;:ch and slept there, undismayed by 
t ho coolness oj the atmosphere. By habit- 
uating oneself to sleeping with open win- 
dows and having tho head protected from 
drafts tho tendency to tako cold will be 
eventually overcome—tBat is, with a prop- 
er amount and kind of food. 


Oni must not, think thut this subject of 


fresh air is too much insisted upon. It 
cannot be. Nothing among cultivated 
peoplo is so continuously disregarded. To 
enter soino olegnnt parlors is to breathe 
tho air of u charnel house. Theaters and 
places of public resort are in this respect 
filthy beyond description. After sitting 
for two hours iu a room modc-ratoly well 
filled with people one is nerveless, dispirit- 
ed, subject to headache and linble to tnko 
cold. Thu department of public health 
should strictly watch all places in which 
audiences assemble, as often they becojuo 
places of contagion.—St. Louis Republic.

s Triumphal Progress and 


It» Fatai Termination. 


With an expedition splendidly furnished 


by Emperor Charles "V, Magellen set sail 
on Aug 10,1519. Ho crossed the Atlantic, 
touched at the bay of Bio de Janeiro, 
ruado his tvay southward, repressed siiv- 
agely a dangerous imitmy, and on Oct. 21 
entered the strait which bears his name. 
On K"ov. 2b lie passed out of it -with only 
three of his five vessels left and found 
himself and his rejoicing crews in the 
Pacific. He felt that he had succeeded, 
but he had ruiscalulated the vast; extent of 
tho cow ocean and. sailing on for days 
and days, in some fashion missed the 
countless islands of the Pacific and did 
not see land until ho reached the little 
group which he called the Ladrones be- 
came tho inhabitants stole a boat from 
him. There he lingered a short time, ei- 
ther ut liota or iu the curious harbor uf 
Guahau. 


From the Ladrones, vrhich were discov- 


ered March 6, 1521, the weary voyage was 
continued until a new archipelago \vas 
reached, on the fifth Sunday of Lent. 
Gradually the magnitude of this new dis- 
covery became apparent, and Magellan 
named the new group in honor of sit. Laz- 
arus, oil whose day it was discovered. 
They landed on Mindanao, made their 
wr.y to Ccbu, flattered themselves that 
they had converted and subdued the in- 
habitants, and then, becoming involved 
in a tribal war, Magellan was killed, aud 
his chosen successor, Serrano, was left be- 
hind to death and torture. 


Two ships ese;»ped, one going east, and 


one, the Victoria, under Eleano, which 
left Timor 011 Feb. 11, sailing still to the 
westward. 
On Sept. 6, 15~2, after many, 


hardships and perils, the Victoria reached 
fc^pain, and a great voyage, the first vrhich 
circled the globe, s-ccond only to that of 
Columbus in conception and beyond all m 
the daring displayed and the distance trav- 
ersed, camo to an end.—Harper's Maga- 
zine.

One man was writing :i novel 
b»sod on a poison plot and wanted to 
2»..ike UMJ of the untracejible poison idea, 
fie did nut \vunt to j;ive the n:i:ne of tlio 
poison in his book, but just wanted to 
Bavn it by him in case, liny scientific critic 
•huulddeny the possibility of such poisons, 
When he i-oiild senu iiim the name in a 
private letter and quote tho ''distinguished 
authority1' from whom it 01111:0, etc. Sev- 
eral persons professed to be studying chcm- 
i»H-y and asked for the information on 
the ground of professional courtesy. To 
Jill such Sir Kobcrt would send the advice 
to pursue their studies and they would 
soon know as much about it as he did. 
Many offered large sums of money for the 
secret, usually pretending they had bee 
still larger amounts that they could,iiud 
it out in a given time and were willing 
to share their prolits liberally with Sir 
Robert.

Robert vas the number of persons all ove1* 
the world who seemed desirous of possess- 
ing the secret of an agent that would kill 
but Iwivo no trace, and the amazing~fulsc- 
hoocls to which they would subscribe their 
names in order to obtain the information. 
It i&.said thiiCTvhatevcr poison Sir Robert 
held in irriiid at the trial he never men- 
tioned it, not even to his classes, so strong- 
ly was ho impressed with the danger of 
letting such a thing become matter of pub- 
lic knowledge.
